While the frontpages have been pretty 
well filled with the soil bank discussion 
and the price support haftel, a new and 
highly practical form of farfN aid - that 
costs the taxpayer nothing - has b«en quie- 
tly sweeping America. 

Without fanfare or arm-waving in Wash- 
ington, the nation's tree-farmers have bi«n 
busily turning out pu^wood tfi fupf^ 
those 50-pound multiwall paper feectsacks 
that are making life simpler and stock and 
poultry raising more efficient and profit- 
able for all the other farmers. 

You might vwsnder - as we did - what 
difference it makes whether feed comes in 
a paper bag, 'a barrell, or a discarded piano 
box. But it seems that both the 50 pound 
•size and the paper are imported in thes* 
days of farm-labor shortage and rising 
machinery <fosts. These bags are not only 
easier to handle, stack fewtter and store bet- 
ter, but make record-ke^mg easier and 
rnore accurate - in a day when It's vital to 
know the cost of prcxiucing a fK>und of 

pork chops or a pound (not a dozen) 
of eggs. 

Protection of the Ingredients of today's 



quality feeds - medicated feeds for pre- 
venting' or treating ditease, .new growth 
stimulants, and de-wormer feeds for para- 
site control - has become highly important. 

These paper blft not only lighten one 
of the heaviest erf farm chores, but, the 
experts tell us, make the animals happier 
and thus, fat, sassy and succulent. We are 
assufe^that if we w«re i covv'dr a porker 
Or a chicken, wt would apprtclate the 
freshness and full flavor of vittles served 
this way, just as the farmer* appreciates 
the fi# that #» farmer empties out of the 
bags complttily and without waste, v 

Farm viNvts, ¥vho are still the chicken- 
raisers in some families, like the idea of 
feed bags they can handle. And one neat 
housekeeper observed: "Sometimes I pick 
feed when I'm In town and when it's in 
paper, there is no dust left in the car." 

Of course. If you're not a farrrwr may- 
be you cten't cert whether the enlmals get 
fed out of pi^>er bags a pipeline or get 
turned out in the fields to forage for them- 
selves. But you should. That is, if you 
eat - and have a food budget you're trying 
to live with - you certainly should.

America is engaging this fall in what 
will be for us the most expensive Olympte 
Games in the history of this worldwide 
sport classic To the US^ Olympic Com- 
mittee, fac^ with the responsibility for 
fteldtng a team of more than 300 athe- 
letes, two culprits - time and distance - are 
presenting a king-sizs headache. It was ex- 
pensive enough sending the American 
ajntestants to the winter games in Europe, 
but if you've ever shopped for a ticket to 
Australia, you know the transportation 
cost is nothing less than monumental. And 
because Melbourne's summer is our winter, 
rtiere is the further considerable expense 
of a six-week training period here at home 
before setting forth. The total tab is a mil- 
lion-and-a-half - not groschen or leeks or 
kopeks or trading^^amps, but dollars*- 

Where will this money come from? The 
long-suffering patriots who serve the 
Olympic effort without compensation be- 
lieve the support of the team should be as 
American, as individual and as voluntary 
as the athletes' efforts to bring victories 
home with them. The fact that Russia and 
other nations subsidize their contestants 
and pay all cost from the national treasuries 
has apparenly suggested to some of our 
Congressmen that we should open the 
Government till a crack and at least under- 
write these expenses .... But the Olym- 
plc conrtifiiitteemen have steadfastly refus«j 



to ask for Government money, or to ex- 
press approval of bills introduced In Con- 
gress to this end. They continue to be- 
Heve the team should operate indepen- 
dently and on voluntary contributions. 

Private Individuals, motivated by a lo've 
amateur sports an appreciation of their 
inspiration value to our youth and a comm- 
endable patriotism, have traditionally foot- 
ed the Olympic bills. But this year Ameri- 
can Industry has entered the picture in a 
big way. The Gillette Saftey Razor Com- 
pany, for instance, is taxing itself a dime 
on each razor sold during July and August 
and contributing the "tax" to the Olympic 
Committee. The proceeds may exceed 
$100,CKX). The company hopes this plan 
will stinYulate others to contribute as well 
as give Its own customers a sense of parti- 
cipaton. 

Gillette, long identified with sports 
through its sponsorship on the air of box- 
ing matches, World Series game, the Rose 
Bowl and Kentucky Derby classics, is only 
one of several industrial contributors. But 
the bulk of the, US funds must still come 
from individuals. It Is therefore pretty im- 
portant for any citizen who regards the 
Olympic Games as beneficial to American 
youth and productive of international good 
will to know that he can send his dime or 
dollar directly to the US Olympic Com^ 
mittee at the Hotel Biltmore, New York, 
New York.

and thoughtlessly, but the real cause c» 
the high fatality (lit is speed. Some of the 
most Willful drivers have that failing. 

Speed of 60, 70 and 80 miles an hour 
ire too commonly practiced. Investigating 
officers have discovered that speed is 
respoftiiMe for a maiority off atal aixtdents. 

Ttese who dr^e motor cars and want 
to do their part in stopping this carnage can 
do two rtilngs: They can sm that their car 
is in safe operalrtg condition, and they can 
drive conservatively. The time that is gain- 
^ by speeding could easily be offset by 
a much longer pwiod in a hospital bed. 
And every driver should constantly rememi- 
ber that he may be one erf the 40,000 who 
will die this year.

Author of "The Man in the Gray 

Flannel Suit" 
Anyone who saw much fighting 
on ring tne 'War learned "the "mipuit^ 
ance of blood plasma and blood tr- 
ansfusions. After the war, most peo- 
ple forgot it— the importance of bl- 
ood is not, after all, a cheerful thing 
to remember. 

Yet the need for blood for the sick 
and wounded continues in peacetime 
almost as much as in time of war. 
Automobile accidents alone require 
as much blood from the Red Cross 
Blood Program every summer as wo- 
uld a great battle. There are also 
many other kinds of accidents and 
many illnesses which make a prc^r 
supply of blood at the ritfit^ lime a 
matter of life and death.* 

One can't really appreciate this 
until a relative or intimate friend is 
stricken, and tlie question, "Is there 
enough blood?" beconm tinged with 
panic. * 

It has often been necessary to re- 
sort to desperate, last-minute appeals 
oo the radio to get the blood which 
is necessary to save a life hanging 
in the balance. Such appeals are dra- 
matic, and they usually bring an eag- 
er response, but intelligent people 
shouldn't act in time of emergency 
only. The time to give blood is now. 

A person who gives blood, quite 
Uterally gives of himself. There are 
many people who waste time saying 
they wish they could do something 
for others. WelL here is something 
^ecific. Give ~^ yourself - a pint 
will do. Don't wait. 

You will never be thanked elabor- 
ately, nor should you be. Your bl- 
ood will flow into the veins of some- 
one who needs it, and that will be a 
nice thing for you to thinlc about.

The disease Blackshank is wide- 
spread in most of flue-cured to- 
bacco counties, although there 
has been no great spread to new 
areas this season, - ; 

Weather condfU(mi have been 
favorable for blackshank, and 
bacco farmws should be on the 
lockout f<»- the disease. If olants 
continue dyini in the fields and 
the trouble has'n.t been diag- 
nosed, we suggest sending speci- 
mens in to the county agents of- 

tSfX. 

Granville wilt has been retxirtPd 
serveral times in BaUfax, Dinwid- 
dle, and Franklin counties. 

Pusarium wilt has been present 
in tmrley tobacco in southwest Vir- 
ginU for several years. Imt has 



I been found on^only a few farms 
1 in the fiue-cured belt. " " 

Several specimens of tobacco 
showing lighting injury have been 
received. Injury caused by lightn- 
ing lo ks somewhat like that cau- 
sed by blackshank and Granville 
wilt. However, lightning also is 
found on other kinds of near by 
plants and weeds, while most dis- 
eases are specific. On tolMicco. 
lightning caues a definite crinkl- 
ing to the leaves and killing of 
the stem. 

There have been some reports 
of failure of tobacco to gr:w in 
the field. In some cases, the to- 
bacco apparently was set In the 
field in direct contact with fer- 
tilistsr. This could result in severe 
root injury, especially during dry 
weather.

Triogem is another variety which 
attains g od slse, is bright yellov 
4uid usually freestone. 

Sunlight has about the best fla- 
vor of any varitey tested at VPI. 
^owever, it is a shy bearer in s»me 
^reas and is susceptible to bac- 
terial pot. But It will command 
premium prices, and ripens about 
17 days before Elberta. 

Halehaven Is a variety which de- 
velops good slse and has a solid 
red color.

Veterans training under the Ko- 
rean Ol BUI may not draw ai un- 
employment and OI training pay 
at the same time, since simultan- 
eous use of the two OI benefits is 
Illegal, Veteran Adminiatratton 
aald. 

Even though a veteran Is not 
working whUc takiiw Korean GHT 
Bill training, he still would not be 
eligible for the unemployment al- 
lowances. 

Unemployment payments are 
Smlted to Korea veterans actlwly 
looking for work, who are not re- 
ceiving Gi training benef ite, accor- 
tflng to VA. 

A veteran who, for any reason, 
^loes draw both payments at once 
would be required to return his un- 
employment allowances to the 
State from which he received it. 
Also, under the law, he may be 
liable for a fine of up to $1,000, or 
imprisonment of up to one ye^, 
or both. 

Unemployment pay - adminis- 
twed by the U. S. Department of 
Labor through the States may 
range up to $26 a we^ for a. 
maximum of 26 weeks. 

Ol training allowances - hand- 
ted by VA range from $110 to 
$160 a month, for veterans in 
Mhool fulltlme. Lower monthly ra- 
tes are paid to part-time trainees, 
and to veterans training on-the- 
job or on-the-farm. 
Q — If a Korea veteran suffered 
a mental Illness wfthln two 
years of discharge from 
service, would l*e be admitt- 
ed to a VA hospital on the 
same basis as a service-dis- 
abled or a nonservlce-dls- 
abled veteran? 



A — He could be considered as a 
veteran with a service-con- 
nected condition, and then 
admitted to the hospital on 
the same basis as any ser- 
vlce-dlsiUjled veteran.

Japanese Beetles Are Troublesome In State 



Jaiwnese beetles are near the 
top of the list of insect bugaboos 
for Virginia farmers this week. 

Ilmmghout the state, the beet- 
les are feeding on silks of corn, 
omamentales, grapea and oUier 
plants. They also are troublesome 
on truck cro]?s and fruit trees in 
eastern Virginia. 

To control the beetle on com 
not to go into ensilage, spny the 
•borders of fields with hand spray- 
ers or power'' sprayers using two 
quart oer acre of 25 percent DDT 
emulion concentrate in water. To 
control the beetle on soybeans, if 



necessary and practical, use three 
quarts per acre of 25 percent met- 
hoxychlor In 20 gallons of water. 
The recommended waiting period 
from application to harvest or 
feeding is seven days. - 

Details on Japanei^ beetle con- 
trol are availaUe from county a- 
gents.

'ear. 

Most of the decrease was in hs- 
ivy cattle on feed - compared with 
Vpril 1.

SlSitl Security Trends 



Details of new social security legislation, 
which will laecome law if the President 
signs it, are important in the retirement 
pkns of Amerfcani. 

The bill sets up a r»w trust fund out of 
which f»nsions wil i» paid to disabled 
wwkers over 50 years of age. Next January 
1 «mptoyM and empioyers will begin pay- 
ing an additional 1/4 per cerit each on 
wages up to $4,200 |»r year into a fund 
from which penskH^ wilt be paid by the 
middle of next year, 

WMows G^kmimi wwfoers wlH receive 
old age pensions on reaching 62 instead 
of 65 as at present. Other women of 63 
rmy retire but their pensions will be only 



75 per cent of the statutory amount, rising 
to 1(K) per cent when hey reach 65. 

The age provision for women amounts 
to a graduated pension and may open a 
new field. There will be little argument 
now to withhold the choice of an earlier 
retirement from men. This might lead la- 
ter to a provision for higher pensions to 
woHcers who forego retirement at 65 and 
draw their pensions later. 

&^ial security legislation is subject to 
infinite variety, and Congress is t^fnpted 
aiviry campaign 'year. V^at the pattern 
will be 10 years from now can only await 
the decision of the successive sessions of 
Congress.

SLIME MOLD APPEARS IN .. 
VIRGINIA LAWNS 

A fungus growth on lawns tei 
causlag wldespead concern to Vir- 
ginia home owners these days, 
reports 8. B. Fenne. plant patho- 
loglt at VPI. 

Frequent ^owere have afgra- 
vatral the condition, which shows 
up first as white splotches on the 
lawn. The splotches are sometimes 
only 4 to 8 Inches in diameter, 
scuttered on a part of the lawn, 
gtvlag aa outward appekraito of 
white paint thit has been spatte- 
red arcund. Later, this splotch 
turns dark brown and when dis- 
tubed, ask, smutty appearing sp- 
ores shoot out in tiie air. 

The fungus causing slime mold 
grows an draaytng vegetable mat- 
ter in the soil. During periods of 
hi^ humidity the fungus will 
grow up through the soil along 
the stems and may at times com- 
pletely cover the stems and leave 
in lawns and other wet locations. 
The fungus Is not parasitic "and 
does sot damage other than some- 
times smothering the leaves. If 
there is an exceptionally heavy 
covering of slime mold on the grass 
It may give the leaves a Iprown 
appearance. 

Control measures for slime mold 
are not advised, since the disease 
will disappear during normal wea- 
ther.

Short storage periods of three 
or four months in commercial 
seed storage had m deterinental 
effects on tr^ted sMds elth^ In 
regard to seed Injury or 8ubs«|uent 
control of seed-corn maiggc^ <»■ 
seed decay oi^anlsms. provided 
storage temperature were not ex- 
tremely high. 

The poor response to insectici- 
de treatments when used alone 
waa not due to failure to control 
irwMts, but W liKireased seed rot. 
The addition of a fungicide cor- 
recte this tenency to deeky. 

Soil and weather conditions at 
the time of plantlag has a definite 
effect on the results obtained. This 
emphasized the fact that any trea- 
tment should be widely tested be- 
fore being recommended for a 
given corp in a given area. For in- 
stance, It seems that there are 
certain conitlons in eastern Vhr- 
ginia under whicli lindane treated 
seed Is subject to injury or fails 
to give the proper response. The 
poor response from lindane was as- 
ociated with dry, and soils low 
In organic matter asd was more 
pronounce when soil tempreatures 
were high.

Ever plan a fishing trip only to 
have It squelched because there 
was no "bait? That's typical fisher- 
man's kick, alh-ight, but the "no 
bait" part of this story has a sim- 
ple remedy-. 

An ordtoary wash tub filled 
with the proper soil and burled in 
aie ground should yield plenty of 
fishworms, say wildlife manage- 
ment specialists at VPI. The tub 
or other bed should rise three or 
four - inehe* ^Uiove gpound level. 

Fifty to 100 worms are enough 
to start a tub-sized worm bed. 
English red-wroms or "red wlgg- 
lera" are preferred by most pole- 
and-cork experts. 

A ftoe clay lc»m containing lots 
of humus or well decomposed or- 
ganic matter Is ideal. Lwate the 
bed in the shade and moisten with 
water every week or two. or more 
dften during the summer if needed. 

To provide needed drainage cut 
a two-inch hole in the botttsn of 
the container and cover it with a 
patch of fine coppei screen wire.

Studies have shawn that 
fishermen often catch leas than 
40 percent pf the trout during 
those months', lljls lass adds great- 
ly to the co6i of providing catch- 
abte Sim trout. Loading, hauUng 
and releasing the nearly one-half 
minion U<out planted asnually in- 
Virginla is a bl« Job. Money for 
equipment and tKc number cf 
c(»npetent m&x avaliable have to 
be taken Into consideration. The 
•ensitivlty of trout to warm wa- 
ter and its low oxygen content 
complicates the task. It takes three 
lo four months to\^complete the 
current stocking prrgram, ao this 
•t(Kkinj has to bsgln in January 
if it is completed before the May 
1 opening di^. 

To measure the efficiency oi our 
preient atocklng program, four 
streams were selected, each acces- 
Stbte by only one road.

Late Tomato 
Blight Farecast 

A warning to tomato growers, 
particularism in southwest Virginia, 
to be on the lookout for late 
bltjht, is forthcoming from S. B. 
Penne, plant pathologist at VPI. 

He says recent humidity and 
night temperatures have been fa- 
vorable for the development of the 
tcralito disease in southwst Vir- 
ginia, and he ac^vlses growers to 
start spraying their ^t;mato pl- 
ants. Recommended fungicides^ in- 
clude Klneb. maneb, cr copper. 

Daytime temperatures have been 
slightly higher than is favorable ^ 
for the development of the fungus, I 
but Fenne says it is advisable to ) 
be on the safe side and get an ap- 
plication of spray on immediately.

For The Love 
Of Houseboats 

A houseboat is built for one pur- 
pose—to be lived in. It can be a 
home, It can be your fishing lodge, 
or your hunting cabin. You can 
move around any time without 
setting your feet against roll or 
sway uBwler you. You have every- 
thltig of the ishore cabin except 
the crackling log fire. But to 
compensate for this— r^ht outside 
you have fishing. 

Anyone thinking abotit a htniM- 
boat should consider most care- 
fully certain a^ects of the watCT- 
way it will be used on. Slip up and 
y<A may have to trade it for a 
fliitm«r one. or haulit to another 
ttnst or lake. That can be more 
expensive than you think. 

Mike sue that the whole length 
of the waterwa,y Is nayigahle for 
your houseboat. And rsmember. 
river rfumnels have ways of ch- 
anging. Nonnavigable waters might 
hava » bridge that's too low. Eton't 
think that this Isnt important 
since y:u plan to |tist live aboard 
and not move. When you find how 
eccmomically and smoothly your 
hotii^boat moves and what com- 
fort it. brings along, you'll want 
to take tmter trfps, Insists WUlard 
Crandall, boating edited zi "Sp- 
ort Afteld." 

Be sore good mooring places 
are available. These should he sh- 
eltered, have free access to a near- 
by landing, and be not too far 
from a couple of places where 
the houseboat could be hauled out. 
If the water is navigable y:u may 
have to get permits to mo<«-. 

For all except the largest house- 
boats, an outboard is ideal power. 
It can be mounted on the craft; or 
toe houseb<Htt can ^be moved by 
simply putting the motor on any 
small beat and towing. Most liott- 
seboat owners want to keep a issaU 
outboard boat tied on. anyway.

slopes. CI«M' Vhit ground so it is 
smooth, free' from rocks and sticks. 

Most articles on tent^ say that 
they should be ditched ta keep 
the floor in«ide dry.

P(»ina8ter Q«nnml Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced today that 
the Poit Office Department plans 
to make an important chanje in 
PMtalu reguhitlona to provide ijew 
convenience for patrons maiUng 
packages. 

Patrons would no longer be re- 
-qaired to mark on the wreeS ttie 
words: "may be opened for postal 
Irkspectlon." 

The change would ajjply to sea- 
led fourth class" or parcel post 
packages, and sealed third class 
parcels {those containing , mer- 
chandise and weighing less than 8 
ounceSs) . 

This "may be opened*' endorse- 
ment never has been necessary for 
parcels sent by the higher first- 
class postage rate, and hence this 
planned endorsement ftiange does 
not affect such parcels In anyway. 

The Post Office Deiwirtinent ex- 
pects to put the change on the 
third and fourth class parcels in- 
to effect later this year, probably 
in early fall, In Ume to give pat- 
rons the extra conveniece in ttme 
for Christmas n*alling this y«ir. 

However, It will notWepme final 
until postal partom have had a 
chance to ^press their views on 
It. Patrons wishing to submit views 
to the PAst Office Department on 
this matter may do so by adderss- 
Ing them to Assistant Postmaster 
General Norman R. Abrams. Bur- 
eau of Post Office Operations, 
Post Office Department. Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. until Septanber 15. 

The proposed chanje will _be 
"one of the most significant eli- 
minations of red tape" in mailing 
practices involving parcels in se- 
veral decades, Mr. Summerffeld 
predicted ( ' 

Since 1921 p<MtaI patrons have 
been required by postal reflations 
when sending a parcel post or 
third class mail package sealed 
(most such packages have been 
sealed in recent years) to place 
the "may be opened" Inscription 
on the package. I 

UntU 1953. when the regulre- 
«ent was modifieii>y the present 
postal administration, this nota- 
tion «■ endorsement had to be 
printed. The 1953 revision, one df 
a nambed of slmplificationa pro- 



vided for the mailing public, made 
it possible to put this no^tion on 
in handwriting, handstamping. or 
by any other legible method. 

Even with this change, however. 
It has been felt there waa still 
room for imporvement, Mr, Sum- 
merfield explained. AccoMlngly. 
Accordingly, the Pdst Offlci De- 
partment Solicitor, after study of 
the matter, said he felt the re- 
quirement could be cllniii»ted en- 
tirely. 

The Solicitor has Indicated, Mr. 
Summerfleld said, that by mail- 
ing a sealed nareel at the third 
or fourth class rate of postage 
the sender has given his implicit 
authorization that the parcel may 
be opened for anspectlon. If neces- 
sary. In accordance with law. 

If he does not wish the parcel 
to be subject to such inspection, 
he may mail It first class and mark 
it as such. First class parcels, sub- 
ject to the higher first class post- 
age rate, are not subject to in- 
spection except under certain rigi- 
dly prescribed lesal procedures. 

In addition to providing extra 
convenience and ease for those 
who mail packages, the chance will 
be important for patrons rsceiving 
parcels, Mr. Summerfleld noted. 

For example, the regulation will 
prevent postage-due collPcWons 
from addressees on third and four- 
th class rarcels which have b«en 
sent sealed by the sender and 
which do not bear the may-be-op- 
ened endorsement. 

In such Instances, under pre- 
sent regulations, the collection of 
additional postage must be made 
from the recipient of the package. 

Such postage-<la« collections 
have Increassd in recent years be- 
cause there are many instances in 
which it is not clear whether the 
package is sealed. ,\ 

For example, sohie maliers may 
attach a small bit of cellophant 
tape at the ends of the wrapper, 
merely to hold it together, and 
without any intention to "seal" 
It. although in the post office In 
which delivery is made It Is con- 
sidered to be "saled".

Over one-third of the amount 
to be cured by farmers will be in 
the form of payments for taking 
tobacco out of production. Sun-

^^She«i . wa» B(Mne partlcip«tfwrr|^ 
in the Acreage Reserve program 
program was most popular in the 
tobacco area of Central Virginia 
and the commercial corn area of 
csoutheastern Virginia.

July 27 was the final 
date for signing agreements with 
A£iC for placing of 1956 alloOnents 
in the Acreage Reserve. 

Powers explained that the pri- 
mary reason for the Acreage Re- 
serve part of the Soil Bank pro- 
gram is tD reduce production of 
crops now in surplus. 

Payments to eligible farmers 
for participating in the Acreage 



Reserve 'will not be made until 
acreage have been checked by ASC 
to determine that Individual far- 
mers will begin immediately and it 
is hoped payments to farmers can 
commence soon after performance 
has been determined. 

The other major feature of tlw 
Soil Bank is known as the Conser- 
vation Reserve. In that program, 
general cropkuid will be taken out 
of production and devoted to con- 
sesrvation uses. Details of this 
portion of the program will be an- 
nounced later. Both the Aore^e 
Reserve and the Conservation Re- 
serve will, operate in 1957.

A high yleWirig pasture with 
the required mixtures of adapted 
grasses and legumes, ample fer- 
tility and proper graziiig mana- 
gement Is the most econ:mical 
livestock feed, says J. P. Should- 
ers, Associate Extension Agrono- 
mist of the Virginia Pelytechnlc 
Institute Bxt^nsftn ServlceV 

"The seeding of adapted mix- 
tores, using prbveii cultural prac- 
tices in the seeding operation is 
the most rapid method of pasture 
improvement. Pasture seeded now 
will be ready for grazing next sp- 
ring," continues Shoulders. 

"A mixture of orchardgrass, la- 
dlno clover and either alfalfa or 
red clover is one of the most pro- 
ductive and wide ly adapted ml- 
tures m Virginia. This mixture 
is also good silage mixture. The 
lalalfa or red clover ta the mix- 
ture will increase the first years 
yield. Seed at the rate of 5 to 
12 pounds of orchardfiprass, 1 to 2 
pounds cf ladino, and 5-8 pounds 
of alfalfa or 2 to 3 pounds of red 
clover per acre. Alfalfa should be 
use only on s:lls adapted to alfa- 
lfa production and having a pH of 
8,5 or above. Red clover should 
be used on soils not suited for 
alfalfa. 

"T^ll fescue seeded at the rate 
of 6 to 12 pounds per acre, ladino 
clover at 1 tD 2 pounds and ^d 
clover at 1 to 2 pounds is an ex- 
cellent mixture for poorly drained 
soils, or for shallow droughty since 
tall fescue Is well adapted over a 
variety o fsoll conditions. Tall 
fescue is also weU suited fsr late 
fall grazing. 

"In seeing either of the above 
mixtures there are several iri-ac- 
tiec which Increase your chance 
for a successful and productive 
mixture. The first of theae is 
lime. Pastures are mosi produc- 
1±ve at a pH of between 6,0 and 
6.5. If lime Is needed apply it an(j[ 
disc It thoroughly into the sbit. 

"Adequate fertility Is necessary 
for rapid seedling establlshmenl 
as well as a productive pasture. 
The seeding operation provides an 
excellent time to work fertilizer 
thoroughly Into the aeedhead. It 
is well to apply 800 to 1,000 pounds 
per acre of a 2-12-12 fertilizer or 
the equivalent and disc it deeply 
and evenly into the soil during 
seedbed prepartion. 

'•PreparTl^^raL compact seed- 
bed. Avoid seeding on a loose, 
poorly prepared seedbed. Many 
stands are lost because of a poorly 
prapare seedbed. 

"Always Inoculate legume seeds 
just prior to seeding. The tegumes 
will be your most economical sou- 
ice of nitrcgen if good nodulation 
is established. 

"Seed at the prop«^ #Bte for 
your acre of the state. It Is best 
4©^ s»e44^1owlng a^ood rain mhen 
therr Is adequate moisture in 
the soil to keep the young aiecB-' 
ings growing.

The way a fabric is made may 
have much to da with its wearing 
comfort especially in warm weat- 
her was reported.

^„, Taft Bensoi^ today announced the 
Jong-term part of the Soil-Bank 
— the Conservation Reserve Pro- 
Kram. 

Dealfnefl to divert land rWul- 
irly used for cr<^ production to 
conservation uses, the Conservation 
Reserve provides (1) for cost-STir^ 
ring assistance to farmers in mail- 
ing such shift and (2) for annual 
payments on the land put under 
the program. 

The other phase of the Soil Bank 
is the Acreage Reserve, a short- 
term, direct attact on surpluses 
cf wheat, com, rice, toiwcco, and 
peamtti. This program encoura> 



ges farmers to reduce production 
of these "basic" crops below their 
farm acreage allotments through 
Income-protecting pajaiHits fc^ 
the crops that w:uld have been 
produced on land placed In the 
Acreage Reserve. Details of this 
pro-am a» it applies to i"winter"^ 
wheat, seeded this fall for harvest 
in 1957, were announced by the 
department August 13. Its appli- 
cation to the othef "basic" crops, 
all of which will be seeded next 
spring, is expected to be announced 
^ter this year. 

The Conservation Reserve pro- 
gram will be available f :r 1956 
to farmers who are in a position 
to comply with its provisions and

15, 1957. to farmers interested in 
contracts baiJnnlng in ^W7. . _. 

"Farmers interested in qualify- 
ing for this year's Conservation 
Reserve program should get in to- 
uch with the ^JuiMv Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committees sooni" Secretary Ben- 
son explained. '^We are doing all 
we can to get program details, in- 
structions, and ctmtracts forms to 
the counties, and. the committees 
should be prepared to explain the 
program and sign contracts later 
tills month. In planning next ye- 
ar's operations, farmers will do 
well to consider how the program 
will benefit their farms. 

"The Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram provides an excellent opp«. 
ortunlty n effect a permanent ad- 
justment, in .land use: throughout 
the country. It offers farmers in- 
come protection wlille making 
these needed adjustments. Much 
of our land now being used o|; 
unneeded crops could be diverted 
to a reserve for the future under i 
this program. Conservation of soil 
and water resources now would , 
provie " us with the insurance 
of better uieducUvity foi future 
generations or time of emergency. 
Many acres of kind now producing 
crops could better be devoted to 
trees, adding materially to our 
timber resources. 

All farm lant* regularly used in 
the production of crops is eligible 
for the Conservation Reserve pro- 
gram except land designated for 
the Acreage Reserve. 

To participate in the Conser- 
vation Rsserve, farmers must sign 
contracts with Committees. Osne- 
rally, the minimum acreage that 
will be accepted under tlie program 
is 5 acres, but it can t>e only 3 
•cres if trees are planted. Specbri 
provisions are made for small 
farms. 

Contracts will range from 3 to 
10 years, depending upon whether 
the land placed In the ConaervA- 
tlon Reserve is to have cover crops 
established, and 10 to 15 yeara In

Here we are - with ano^er 
holiday comin? up. Labw Day. 
week-end. Polks rushing to the 

mountains and beaches for a last 
trip before school starts - for very 
soon after Labor Day. schools bella 
ring, and vacationing is over. Sep- 
tembw and October are beauti- 
ful months - so plan several week- 
end trips before Old Man Winter 
arrives. Camping is a wonderful 
wholesome family activity and one 
that seems to grow more popular 
in this country every year. 

Por Mom it means a special br- 
and of cooking problems, but 
there's nothing very tough about 
them. The same basic rules ap- 
ply on the trail as do at home — 
meals need variety, nutrition and 
flavor appeal. Prom there on it's 
simply a matter of choosing the 
types of foods that are relative- 
ly compact and light in weight. 
How compact and light depends on 
mode of travel, length of trip 
and size of family. If by car and 
or just a few days, as many fresh 
foods should be Included as possi- 
ble. Larger trips, especially where 




hiking or canoeing is involved, 
dictate more canned or concentra- 
ted items. A good trip, of course, 
when the trip dosen't stray too 
far from civilization, is to plan on 
buying sotne fresh foods ttom lo- 
cal arms. 

Seasonini^ deserves speoiil men- 
tion because It is often over-kxAed 
in plans for camp food. Veteran 
campers have learned that a wise 
selection of a few seasoninga can 
do much to increase variety and 
add enjoyment to camp foods. In 
recent years, three new seasoning 
items have develwed which are 
tailor-made for camping. Thiese 
are the seasoning salts - garlic, 
onion, and celery. Not only are 
they compact, but they save con- 
siderable time and effort in food 
preparation. With the addition of 
some cinnamon (for breakfast), 
the three seasoning salts form a 
fine little spice kit or campng ex- 
peditions. 

If you plan dot each meal ahead 
of time, as many »perienced cam- 
pers do, you may also want to 
take certain other items from 
your aoic^ shelf. It's a good idea 
to plan at least one special "treat" 
meal around some slightly dlf>i 
ferent dish. The Grilled Barbecued 
Whole Pish recipe which follows 
jnight be an idea here. For such 
special dises, you will want to add 
other spices to our basic cams 
kit. At any rate, ronember the 
seasoning salts and pepper and 
cinnamon.

Two kinds of payment* are made 
under the Conservation Reserve 
jffognxa, 

THET ABB: . 

<a) A oort'Sharlng payn»nt to 
assist in the establiaihinent of soil 
and water Conservation practices 
on the land designed for the Con- 
servation Reserve. This payment, 
determined by State ^ county 
ASC committees, can range up to 
80 percent of such costs. It will 
be made onlv in case of contracts 

covering a period of at least 5 
years. 

(b) Aft annual payment on the 



land put in the Conservation Re- 
serve. This will be„a per acre rate 
multiplied be the number of acres 
put In the Conservation Reserve, 
The national average per -acre rate 
Is $10.00. but this will vary among 
States and counties. 

Both payments will be made 
for the year In which a conserva- 
tion practice is first established. 
The anual payment will continiie 
to be made each year the contract 
is in effect and contract conditions 
are met. Total annual payments 
to any producfer, for any year, and 
with respect to all farms In which 
he has an interest, are limited to 
$5,000. Under certain conditions, 
this limitation may be increased 
by the Secretary of Agriculture.

tered in the^onservation Reserve, 
County ASC committees will e^- 
blish a "farm Soil Bank base." 
Briefly, this "base" i« the aver- 
.age devoted to crops, other than 
" hay and forage, for harvest on the
